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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's proposed amendments to the claims 1 
and 3 requiring the analyte is a hormone, an antibody, an antibiotic, a doping agent, a vitamin, a steroid, a pesticide, a psycliotic drug, era 
potential biological weapon would require further search and considerations. The claims as finally rejected did not require searcli and 
examination of these limitations. Therefore, proposed amendments to the claims are not entered. 

Applicant's arguments directed solely to the proposed amendments to the claims (Remarlts, sections II and III), which have not been 
entered and are not addressed in this office action. 

Applicant's arguments as it relate to the previously rejected claims are addressed below. 

Applicants argue that "Nielsen's beads are composed of DNA matrices, but no DMA is attached to bead" (Remarks, section III, paragraph 
4). This argument is not persuasive because Nilsen teaches a macrobead comprising of 'DNA matrix built on a solid support such as 
Sephadex beads' (column 13, lines 16-18). 

Remaining arguments by the Applicants in section III are solely based on proposed claim amendments requiring analyte being not a nucleic 
acid, which was not a part of the previous rejections. Therefore Applicants arguments based on the proposed claim amendments, regarding 
combination of prior arts used in the previous rejections are not persuasive. 
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
